The notion which foreigners have of 
tho roads of Greece, that they are had 
compared with those of other coun­ 
tries, is an error, ways the Baris Dally 
Messenger. 
A bicycle journey through 
Italy and Sicily disabused me of that 
notion. 
The worst road th at I ever 
tried was between Caserta and Naples, 
and the next worst was that leading to 
Rome from the north. 
There are, of 
course, some bad roads in Greece, but 
even Sicily, to say nothing of worse 
roads In Italy, cured me of complain­ 
ing against Greece. 
For a pure pleas­ 
ure ride tho road between Trlpolltza 
and Sparta would be hard to match 
anywhere In tho world. 
It is in capi­ 
tal condition, and, on account of its 
gentle grade, Involves very little w alk­ 
ing. 
Six hours suffice for the Journey 
in either direction and the view either 
way is superb. 
The ride through Ae- 
tolla and A ca m an la, regions consid­ 
ered half-civilized in the classical pe­ 
riod of Greek history, but always fine 
in natural beauty, with big lakes and 
rivers that “ move in m ajesty” (a rare 
thing in Greece), hedged ‘In by high 
mountains, is perhaps the hest 
In 
Greece. 
One rides from the shore of 
the Corinthian gulf, opposite Patras, 
to Aria (Anthracia), in two days, with 
a comfortable night at Agrlnlon, pass­ 
ing the historic Missolongbl and visit­ 
ing the ruins of 
Calydon, 
Pleuron, 
Oenladne, Stratos, Llmnaea and 
Am- 
phllochiun Argos; while to the right 
and left are other ruins which invito 
one to make detours lf not in a hurry. 
And one ought not to omit th** recent­ 
ly excavated Therm on.the ancient cap­ 
ital of Aetolia, even if it does cost an 
extra day. 
The long-known and im­ 
pressive ruins of 
Oe.nidae, the 
chief 
city in Acarnanla, also Invites one 
to 
linger the whole day instead of spend­ 
ing a few hours in passing. 
The first 
five cities of ancient Greece in renown 
and Interest were Athens, Sparta, Ar­ 
gos, Thebes and Corinth. 
One 
can 
ride from Athens to Thebes or Cor­ 
inth and buck in a single day; 
he 
can also 
easily 
reach 
Argos 
from 
Athens in a day, and this leaves 
a 
rather 
long 
day's work for reaching 
Sparta, 
Any good bicyclist would find 
it no great m atter to leave Thebes and 
pay his respects to Athens on the first 
day, visit Corinth and Argos on the 
next, day and sleep comfortably 
at 
Sparta the next night,

visited the place and fired it, waiting 
until the last embers had died out, 
and then as quietly stole back to his 
solitude at Boy Luke.

L. 
Knappen, of the Times, who 
were in the memorable fight, were 
with the party, and they pointed out 
and explained the position of the 
troops, showed where the Indians 
were 
ambushed, 
and located tin* 
places where the soldiers gave up 
their lives. 
The return trip to Walk­ 
er was made without incident, if flit 
fact that several of the excursionists 
parted with their dinner on account 
of the roughness of the lake can be 
overlooked. The houseboat which car­ 
ried the party is practically a first- 
class hot el afloat and has accommoda­ 
tions for a large number of people, 
being provided with state rooms and 
table accommodations, and P. H.

Some exp* riments were made recont- 
ly iu France on the penetrative force 
of bullets through snow. The results 
were astonishing. The I^ebel rifle was 
used, and at a distance of 10O fe e t the- 
bullet penetrated only live feet into the 
snow target. 
A bullet from a la b e l 
rifb- has been known, it is said. t<* so 
through a tr *e three and one-half feet 
in diameter. That it should penetrate 
only eighteen inches further into such 
soft stuff as snow seems altogether 
startling. The explanation suggested 
by the experimenters is that the rotat­ 
ing bullet picks up particles of snow 
as it goes in. and so gets “balled” or 
blocked up. 
Doubtless, also, the ine­ 
lastic character of snow also accounts 
for the difference. The closing in of 
the springy particles of wood behind 
the buUet tends to facilitate penetra­ 
tion. 
Any inert mass, such as sand, 
earth or coal, shows groat resistance 
against penetration.— Pathfinder.

Our S t o c k o f Ctold Coin. 


The most important recent event In 
the world of politics and finance has 
been the payment by the United States 
to Spain of the $20,000,000 gold 
for 
what is known as the Philippine in ­ 
demnity, under the provisions of the 
treaty of Paris. 
The fact of the pay­ 
ment of this huge sum and the further 
fact of the settlement 
through 
the 
treasury of this provision of the treaty 
and of the remittance of the money to 
Europe have received merely passing 
notice in the public press. And yet this 
highly important international trans­ 
action, which cannot fail to he of great 
historical interest, seems to be worthy 
of more than ordinary note for the re a ­ 
son th a t the transaction could not have 
been accomplished 
without 
more or 
less 
financial 
disturbance 
had 
not 
monetary and trade conditions been in 
the highest degree favorable. 
And the 
most striking fact is that those condi­ 
tions were the immediate outgrowth 
not only of the confidence established 
by the administration of Mr. McKinley 
but of the protective policy inaugur­ 
ated and promoted by that a d m inistra­ 
tion. 
The conditions which now exist have 
never before existed in the history of 
this country. 
There never has been a 
time since the government was estab­ 
lished when the payment of any large 
sum of gold either on international or 
on private account, could have been 
made with the simplicity and the case 
with which the payment of this $20,- 
000,000 has been made. 
The procure­ 
ment of the coin, the transfer of the 
metal from the repository to the vessel 
for transportation to Europe,and every 
step in the process cf settlement under 
conditions which have heretofore ex­ 
isted would most certainly have been 
attended with more or less disturb­ 
ance to the financial markets. 
Even 
under previous Republican adm inistra­ 
tions, such as that of General Grant 
or General Harrison, for example,trans­ 
fers of this magnitude could not have 
been accomplished without some diffi­ 
culty. 
The payment of the $20,000,000 gold 
to Spain was made by the state 
de­ 
partment, by warrants upon the treas­ 
ury, issued to the French minister, who 
was authorized to represent the Span­ 
ish government. 
Upon receipt of the 
warrants for the gold the fact of the 
settlement Was cabled by the French 
minister to Madrid; the Spanish fin­ 
ance minister accepted the cable ad­ 
vice of the payment and notified the 
bank of Spain, which at once credited 
the equivalent of the am ount in pese­ 
tas to the Spanish government. 
The 
process of cashing the warrants was 
extremely simple and indeed entirely 
unique. 
The warrants were deposited 
by the French minister in the National 
City Bank of New York. 
Instead of 
being presented by this bank at the 
sub-treasury for payment they 
were 
collected through the New York clear­ 
ing house. The resulting debit balance . 
of the assistant treasurer on the fol- j 
lowing day was theoretically settled 
with gold coin, though actually with 
what are known as “yellow tick 
a, or 
temporary receipts for gold. 
1 he m an­ 
ager of the clearing house the iretically 
received the gold from the assistant 
treasurer, immediately 
(theoretically) j 
deposited the gold in the sub-treasury, j 
and requested that “yellow 
tickets, 
or receipts lie given him for the same. ; 
With these receipt;- the manager of the j 
clearing house paid the creditor bal­ 
ance of the 
the title to the gold passed through the 
medium of these receipts 
from 
the 
treasury 
to 
the bank, without 
the 
bodily transfer of a single dollar of 
the metal. 
The transfer of the money to Spain 
was equally simple and unique. 
In 
collecting the indemnity :he National 
City bank acted as the agent of 
the 
Peutsche Bank of Berlin, which bank 
had contracted to make the transfer. 
The City Bank had previously accumu­ 
lated credits in the Deutsche 
Bank 
through purchases of commercial or 
other exchange, which credits were on 
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----------- 
i a]_,je trade balance, more or less direct­ 
ly n suiting from the operation of the 
Dinglev protective tariff, the National 
City Bank could not readily have ac­ 
cumulated credits in 
Berlin 
to an 
amount sufficient to cover the $20,000,- 
000. and the 
remittance to 
Europe 
would necessarily have been made by 
the actual shipment of gold from New 
York to Berlin, thus diminishing our 
own supply of gold and creating fur­ 
ther disturbance. 
Such a transaction as th a t involved 
in the payment of the Spanish indem­ 
nity of $20,000,000, without the ship­ 
ment of a 
dollar 
in 
coin from the 
United States to Europe, would have 
been impossible under any other than 
the exceptionally sound and prosper­ 
ous conditions prevalent a little more 
than two years after the restoration 
of tho American policy of keeping our 
own money at home through the in­ 
creased use of domestic products and 
the decreased use of foreign commodi­ 
ties. 
It was chiefly through the opera­ 
tion of this wise policy that in 185)8 we 
sold abroad products of double the 
value of the goods purchased abroad, 
and in this way created in our favor 
the unprecedented trade 
balance of 
$(125,000,000. 
Four years ago we were 
in debt to Europe, because of larger 
purchases of foreign goods under 
a 
free trade tariff, and much 
smaller 
j sales abroad alike of agricultural and 
manufactured 
products. 
Four years 
ago it would have been necessary to 
ship the actual gold instead of dra w ­ 
ing upon our foreign credits, for we 
then had no foreign credits, and in o r­ 
der to obtain the gold another of the 
Cleveland-Carlisle high-rate bond is­ 
sues would have been required. 
The 
contrast between Wilson tariff times 
and Dingley tariff times is strikingly 
exhibited in this story of twenty mil­ 
lions

Here is a case in point 
between the Gate City and the Sioux 
City Tribune. 
There Is a great con­ 
centration of capital in England, such 
as in this country often 
would be 
called, in 
popular parlance, a “ m on­ 
opoly,” “combine,” “ trust,” “ vast ag­ 
gregation of capital.” 
This tendency 
is as great in a so-called free-trade 
country like Great Britain as a tariff 
protected country 
like France, 
Ger­ 
many, or the United States. 
I his sub­ 
stantiates the claim th a t trusts are not 
deposit with the Berlin bank when the 
soieiy the offspring of tariffs, if even 
$20,000,000 gold was paid in this city. 
By a simple cable notice these credits 
of the National City Bank were can­ 
celed by the Deutsche Bank and the 
transfer of the $20,000,000 was effected 
through a simple bookkeeping entry. 
The Deutsche Bank of Berlin had,from 
time to time, made advances to the 
Bank of Spain for 
account of 
the 
Spanish government. 
These advances 
were settled by a credit entry on the 
books of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, 
and thus the transaction was closed. 
Each step from the first to the last in 
the settlement was practically a book­ 
keeping process. 
Not a dollar of ac­ 
tual gold was moved, and yet every 
one of the various creditors -the N a ­ 
tional City Bank of New York, 
the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin, the Bank of 
Spain and the Spanish government— 
were each in turn satisfied. 
Had there not been a redundance of 
gold in the treasury, and likewise a 
redundance of gold in the New York 
banks, the $20,000,000 payment would 
doubtless have been made with 
the 
actual metal instead of with receipts 
for the same as above described, and 
the transfer of the metal to the N a­ 
tional City Bank would have caused 
more or less disturbance. 
This redundance of gold, as is well 
known, 
is

In f a d two of the most pow­ 
erful and equally hated trusts In ex­ 
istence are the Standard Oil Company 
and the coffee trust, and yet neither 
is aided by protective tariff.

Semi* experiments were made recent­ 
ly in France on the penetrative force 
of bullets through snow. The results 
were astonishing. The Lebol rifle was 
used, and a t a distance of IGO feet the 
bullet penetrated only live feet into the 
arrow target. A bullet from a Lebei 
rifle has been known, it is said, to go 
through a tr *e three and one-half feet 
in diameter. That it should penetrate 
only eighteen inches further into such 
•oft stuff as snow seems altogether 
startling. The explanation suggested 
by the experimenters is that the rotat­ 
ing bullet picks up particles of snow 
os it goes in, and so gets ‘'balled” or 
blocked up. Doubtless, also, the ine­ 
lastic character of snow also accounts 
for the difference. The closing in of 
the springy particles of wood behind 
tile buliet tends to facilitate penetra­ 
tion. Any Inert mass, such as sand, 
earth or coal, shows great resistance 
against penetration.--Pat blin der.

The most important recent event In 
the world of politics and finance has 
been the payment by the United States 
to Spain of the $20,000,000 gold 
for 
what is known as the Philippine in­ 
demnity, under the provisions of the 
treaty of Paris. 
The fact of the pay­ 
ment of this huge sum and the further 
fact of the settlement through 
the 
treasury of this provision of the treaty 
and of the remittance of the money to 
Europe have received merely passing 
notice in the public press. And yet this 
highly important international trans­ 
action, which cannot fail to be of great 
historical interest, seems to be worthy 
of more than ordinary note for the rea­ 
son that the transaction could not have 
been accomplished 
without more or 
less 
financial 
disturbance 
had 
not 
monetary and trade conditions been in 
the highest degree favorable. 
And the 
most striking fact is that those condi­ 
tions were the immediate outgrowth 
not only of the confidence established 
by the administration of Mr. McKinley 
but of the protective policy inaugur­ 
ated and promoted by that administra­ 
tion. 
The conditions which now exist have 
never before existed in t h e history of 
this country. 
There never has been a 
time since the government was estab­ 
lished when the payment of any large 
s u m of gold either on i n t e r n a t i o n a l or 
on private a c co u n t , could have b e e n 
made w i t h the s im p lic ity a n d the ease 
with w h ic h the p a y m e n t of this $20,- 
000,000 h a s bee n m a d e.

Had 
it not been for the enormously favor­ 
able trade balance, more or less direct­ 
ly resulting from the operation of the

Such a transaction as that involved 
In the payment of the Spanish indem­ 
nity of $20,000,000, without the ship­ 
ment of a dollar in coin from the 
United States to Europe, would have 
been impossible under any other than 
the exceptionally sound and prosper­ 
ous conditions prevalent a little more 
than two years after the restoration 
of the American policy of keeping our 
own money at home through the in­ 
creased use of domestic products and 
the decreased use of foreign commodi­ 
ties. 
It was chiefly through tho ope ra­ 
tion of this wise policy that in I SRS we 
sold abroad products of double the 
value of the goods purchased abroad, 
and In this way created in our favor 
the unprecedented trade 
balance of 
$625,000,000. 
Four years ago we were 
in debt to E u ro p e , because of larger 
purchases of foreign goods under 
a 
free trade tariff, and much smaller 
sales abroad alike of agricultural and 
manufactured 
products. 
Four years 
ago it would have been necessary to 
ship the actual gold instead of draw­ 
ing upon our foreign credits, for we 
then had no foreign credits, and in or­ 
der to obtain the gold another of the 
Cleveland-Carlisle higli-rate bond is­ 
sues would have been required. 
The 
contrast between Wilson tariff times 
and Dingley tariff tines is strikingly 
exhibited in this story of twenty mil­ 
lions 
As i l l u s t r a t i n g 
the practical 
workups of the American policy the 
episode is as significant at it is in* 
structive and in te re stin g .

duty In that direction, however the 
Times may 
view It. 
Or. docs the 
Times think 
that “the duty 
to co­ 
operate with the tendency toward free- 
trade” is owed to the people of this 
country? 
It has been said, we admit, 
that “sweet are the uses of adversity, 
and it may be that the Times things 
it the duty of the government to gi\e 
the American people another dose of 
adversity such as that with which they 
were surfeited during tho ‘‘tariff re 
form” 
administration of Mr. 
Cleve 
land. 
If the Times has any such idea, as 
would seem to be the case from the 
nature of its proposition, It will find 
itself one of a very small minority. 
The American people may belli vc that 
adversity has its uses, but they are 
perfectly willing to let the matter end 
with belief rather than with fresh ex­ 
perience, and they can, on the whole. 
be trusted to vote for prosperity and 
therefore for the continuance of the 
protective tariff.

Each step from the first to the last in 
the settlement was practically a book­ 
keeping process. 
Not a dollar of ac­ 
tual gold was moved, and yet every 
one of the various creditors the Na­ 
tional City Bank of New York, the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin, the Bank of 
Spain and the Spanish government— 
were each in turn satisfied. 
Had there not been a redundance of 
gold in the treasury', and likewise a 
redundance of gold in the New York 
hanks, the $20,000,000 payment would 
doubtless have been made with 
the 
actual metal instead of with receipts 
for the same as above described, and 
the transfer of the metal to the Na­ 
tional City Bank would have caused 
more or less disturbance. 
This redundance of gold, as Is well 
known, 
is 
the 
direct result of the 
growth of conditions which began with
